WAR OF ATTRITION 

From the beginning of the war 
American strategists have direct- 
ed chief attention to sapping Ja- 
pan’s strength—shipping. Never in 
history has there been such a war 
of attrition. The impact of it has 
been demonstrated repeatedly as 
enemy garrisons, dependent 3 
shipping for reinforcements a 
supplies, have been overwhelmed. 

The early stage of the strategy 
was assigned to submarines, The 
figures show how well they car- 
ried out their assignment. They 
alone have destroyed 732 of the 
2,004 total. 

The Japs now face an even more 
terrifying situation. As their naval 
strength dwindles, that of the 
United States is multiplying at a- 
breath-taking rate. Its combatant 
strength alone has been increased 
three-fold over five years ago. It 
now has in excess of 1,100 fight- 
ing ships. In the Pacific alone it 
has more thah 100 aircraft car- 
riers of all types compared with 
the one seaworthy carrier availa- 
ble in the tense days of the au- 
tumn of 1942. 

And, once Germany is defeated, 
the combined might of the two 
most powerful navies in the world 
—the American and British—will 
be hurled against the empire.

Footsore Hordes End 
Southern Entrapment; 
Georgian Officiates

BEAUGENCY, France, Sept. 16. 
(Delayed)—(#)—Germany’s foot- 
sore “lost army” of 20,000 troops, 
cut off while trying to escape from 


southern France to the Reich, sur- 
rendered to the U. S. Ninth Army 
today withou . the price of a single 
American life or bullet in one of 
the strangest treks in military an- 


nals. : 

Stubby Maj. Gen. Erich Elsner, 
who had led his motley assortment 
of marines, ground forces and 
regular Nazi army troops all the 
way from the Spanish border in 
an attempt to get them back to the 
homeland, sielded them as prison- 
ers of war to high-ranking Amer- 
ican officers, in a simple but 
dramatic ceremony. 

Even as he turned his trapped 
legions over to the U. S. Army at 
the southern bank of the Loire 
river, they still bore the arms they 
had refused to lay down, until 
assured of the safety of American 
prison camps. 

HARASSED BY MAQUIS 

Although hopelessly trapped by 
a junction of the Third and Sev- 
enth Armies and being ground to 
eer by harassing French 

aquis and the pounding of U. S. 
Ninth Air Force planes, the Nazi 
troops refused to agree to give up 
their arms until they reached the 
Loire river, because of their fear 
of French vengeance. 

The surrender was arranged by 
an intrepid lieu t, Samuel 
Magill Young, of , Ohio, 
reconnaissance officer, who, in 


daring forays with 18 men, pa- 
trolled a 1,200-mile stretch of Ger- 
man-occupied territory south of 
the Loire, in which for the last 
fortnight they had been the only 
Americans. 

The tall, skinny lieutenant was 
standing proudly behind his com- 
manding general this afternoon at 
3:25 p. m,. when a group of cam- 
ouflaged, commandeered French 
cars pulled up to the southern ap- 

roach of a bridge spanning the 

ire. French Maquis earlier in 
the campaign had blown up the 
bridge itself to keep the Germans 
from escaping. 
OFFICERS IMMACULATE 

From the cars stepped the im- 
maculately garbed Elsner and his 
staff officers, wearing medals 
with enough metal to build a smal! 
tank. They were at the head of 
a column of more than 6,000 Ger- 
man troops afoot er riding in com- 
mandeered peasant carts and worn 
out, bedraggled autos. 

Simultaneously another column 
of more than 7,000 recalcitrant 
marines, half unwilling to sur- 
render without a further fight, 
was approaching Orleans and 
more than 6,000 air force soldiers 
were giving up in the vicinity of 
Mer, a Loire river village west of 
here. 

As his staff fell back, the short, 
stocky German general with a fat, 
peasant face stepped forward. At 
his side moved a lieutenant colo- 
nel and a captain, representing 
Col. Martell, leader of 3,000 
French Maquis who harassed the 
retreating Nazis all the way from 
Biarritz. There, on August 26, 
Elsner had been given the job of 
organizing all Nazi troops along 
the Spanish border and the Bay 
of Biscay and leading them back 
to the Reich. 

AMERICUS MAN SALUTES 

A platoon guard led by Lt. 
Francis E, Kimble of Americus, 
Ga., snapped smartly to attention 
and presented arms as the Nazi 
commander stepped up and sa- 
luted Maj. Gen. Robert C. Macon, 
of Washington, D. C., commander 
of the 83d Infantry Division. 

Macon and two officers by his 
side saluted in return. 

With his right hand still at the 
brim of his cap, Elsner said rap- 
idly and loudly in German: 

“Since the German supreme 
command, forced by the situation 
confronti it, has taken away 
from my t march a group of 
these units that were ready for 
battle, I am forced to surrender 
the remainder of my group and 
its supply trains to the American 
Third Army.” 

In this he was in error. He gave 
up to the newly disclosed Ameri- 
can Ninth Army. 

Acting for the commanding gen- 
eral of the Ninth Army—Lt. Gen. 
William H. Simpson—and in be- 
half of the Army of the United 
States, Gen. Macon accepted the 
surrender, . 

Macon took the six-shot revolver 
which Eisner handed him with a 
flourish and turned it over to his 
chief of staff.

Storm Sinks 
Destroyer, 
Guard Vessels 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—(/) 
The Navy announced tonight the 
loss of a destroyer and two small 
Coast Guard vessels in the recent 
Atlantic hurricane with a heavy 
loss of lives on the destroyer. 

The vessels were the 1,850-ton 
destroyer Warrington, with a com- 
plement of 230 men, and the Coast 
Guard vessels Jackson and Bedloe, 
both 125-foot patrol craft. 

Some survivors, including the 
destroyer’s commanding officer, 
Cmdr. Samuel Frank Quarles, of 
Nathalie, Va., have been picked 
up by rescue craft. No information 
was given as to the commander of 
the Jackson, Lt. Norman D. Call, 
and the Bedloe’s skipper, Lt. Au- 
gust S. Hess. 

The Navy indicated the casualty 
list was as yet incomplete, with 
the department saying next of kin 
are being informed “as soon as 
names of survivors can be ascer- 
tained.” 

The Navy gave no information 
on the location of the sinkings or 
of the exact time they occured. 

The Bedloe was formerly known 
as the Antietam.

Black Mart 
Laid to GI's 
In Paris

PARIS, Sept. 17.—(4)—A num- 
ber of American soldiers have 
been arrested by Army authorities 
for alleged sale of cigarets, rations, 
candy and gasoline, the provost 
marshal’s office said today. 

The announcement said the sol- 
diers represented a minority of the 
Americans in Paris, and they 
would be tried by a military court. 

French police were given orders 
to pick up anyone buying from 
American soldiers and the French 
Forces of the Interior also were 
ordered to report to their organi- 
zation any such operations. 

The ost marshal’s office 
said had been selling cig- 
arets for 75 francs—$1.50—a pack- 
age. The German black market 
price ran from 100 francs on up. 
One Frenchman reported buying 
40 packages of cigarets from a 
soldier at 50 francs a package. 

“We bought on the black mar- 
ket during the German occupation 
because we had to live and be- 
cause we had no qualms in dis- 
turbing their economy,” one ‘vom- 
an said. “But it is terrible to see 
the French and Americans picking 
up where the Germans left off.” 

A transportation officer said 
gasoline also had been disappear- 
ing from the central storage pool. 

Both U. S. Army and French 
police authorities said American 
soldiers condu a flourishing 
trade in K rations under the Eiffel 
Tower for several days. 

In the first few days of the lib- 
eration generous GI’s gave every- 
thing from cigarets to razor blades 
to luxury-starved Parisians. 

But now Americans borrow from 
the French. 

The Army’s main Paris post ex- 
change was forced to close its 
doors after operating only two 
evenings for lack of supplies, and 
some Army units are now being 
issued captured German cigarets. 


Archbishop Spellman 


Speaks in Notre Dame 

PARIS, Sept. 17. —(#)-— Arch- 
bishop Francis J. Spellman of 
New York held services today at 
battle-scarred Notre Dame cathe- 
dral, which he described as “the 
heart and soul of France,” before 
an overfiow attendance of Ameri- 
can soldiers. 

More than 3,000 soldiers and of- 
ficers attended and hundreds who 
could not crowd into the huge 
cathedral milled in the streets 
while others turned on radios in 
jeeps to hear the religious leader 


Archbishop Spellman told the 
soldiers their job in the war was 
not only “to obliterate but to 
create — creating goodwill among 
the Allies to lay the groundwork 
for a lasting peace.”

A Finnish source here said two 
Finnish brigades already were 
fighting the Germans in northern 
Finland, and the Russians were 
reported demanding the right to 
occupy the northern half of Fin- 
land, where German-set fires were 


blazing. 

Anger swept Helsinki as the 
withdrawing Germans in the north 
applied the torch to villages and 
farm homes. In the Suomisaalmi 
district, where the Finns won their 
greatest victories over the Rus- 
sians in the 1939-40 war, and at 
Kuusamo, south of the Arctic cir- 
cle near the Russian frontier, hun- 
dreds of women and children were 
compelled to watch as their homes 
went up in flames. 

The German propaganda agency 
Transocean said Nazi withdrawal 
had been completed from Kanda- 
laksha, just east of the prewar 
Russian-Finnish boundary, and 
added that the movement had been 
“very much hindered” by the Rus- 
sians. 

A report that two Nazi destroy- 
ers fired on a Finnish passenger 
plane flying cver the gulf of Both- 
nia from Helsinki to Stockholm 
was taken here as an indication 
the Germans were attempting to 
blockade Finland. 

The first Swedish correspondent 
to return to Stockholm since Rus- 
Sian terms were carried to Hel- 
sinki declared the Soviets insisted 
Finland declare war on her one- 
time cobelligerent who already 
has fought Finland’s soldiers for 
possession of strategic Hogland 
island in the Gulf of Finland. 


Gunnar, Mullern, correspondent 
for the Stockholm newspaper Af- 
tonbladet, said the Russians want 
air bases in northern and central 
Finland and along the western 
coast for the duration of the w 
with Germany, and are demanda- 
ing most of the islands in the 
Finnish gulf.

Mullern said the Germans were 
believed to have withdrawn to a 
line which, on the north, is an- 
chored at Enare, about 35 miles 
from the border of Norway and 
two-thirds the way across upper 
Finland. 

From there it runs southeast- 
ward 22 miles to Ivalo, and thence 
south down the middle of Finland 
for some 45 miles to the town of 
Vuotso.

tion to it, for the only reports that 
came from them were of small 
arms fire—machineguns and rifles. 

When fired at they paused only 
long enough to see if the forts 
were doing the firing, but on their 
7,000-yard walk they encountered 
only Germans shooting at them 
from trees and from holes in the 
ground. Like so much of what the 
Nazis put out the terrain between 
the first and second defense areas 
of the Siegfried line is composed 
of hot air. 


Then the fellows got past the 
valley and started going uphill and 
at a point between the towns of 
Eilendorf and Stolberg they found 
a lot of our armor which had sliced 
through another way, sitting and 
waiting among the trees directly 
in front of a row of dragons’ teeth. 
There was a small road leading up 
a hill here. Apparently the Ger- 
mans were using this road for the 
dragohs’ teeth ended at one side 
and picked up again on the other. 
In between the road was blocked 
by a concrete filled wagon whose 
wheels had been knocked off. 


Engineers got the cart away. 
Then Kolb and his men began 
working. They fought Indian type 
war against the stone underground 
blockades of Hitler’s “impreg- 
nable” defense. But the second 
line here was weaker than the 
first, where it was breached yes- 
terday, for nowhere did Kolb find 
forts manned by more than three 
men and nowhere did he have to 
use anything more venomous than 
hand grenades to blow the Nazis 
into giving up either their lives or 
the war. Kolb reduced exactly 11 
forts to clear the defense area and 
his force suffered exactly one cas- 
ualty, 

Meantime German artillery on 
points of the line which were 
more strongly held found out 
something was going on and be- 
gan to lay it down on the road the 
tanks would have to use to foll6éw 
where Kolb’s unit had walked. It 
was very hot there for quite a long 
while, but finally somebody did 
something somewhere else—no- 
body here knows quite what and 
everybody was too busy to find 
out or even care very much—and 
the tanks began to roll up the hill 
and over and through to open 
country while the infantry fanned 
out and started chopping down 
the Siegfied line from the rear. 

The battle is not over as this is 
written, but chances are this was 
a decisive day and it is interest- 
ing to note that once again it was 
the infantry—guys who walk on 
aching dogs—who must be relied 
on. Kolb’s outfit was from one 
led by Lt. Col, Edmund G. Dris- 
coll, of Hempstead, L. I., and it 
wa iscoll’s boys that made the 
breakthrough of the first defense 
area of the Siegfried line too. 

Driscoll had no secret weapons 
to help him, although the Ger- 
mans must think he did have. All 
he and his men had was guts, in- 
genunity and talent for back- 
breaking manual labor. Driscoll 
hit the line at a point where it 
was believed impossible to get 
vehicles through. It was reasoned 
the Germans were hard pressed 
since the destruction of their rear 
guard between Mauberge and 
Mons last week and this reasoning 
proved correct. 

Driscoll got his outfit and tanks 
up the hill at night. They found 
a forest path and tank dozers led 
by engineers who searched for the 
line of weakest resistance among 
the trees and widened it. 

Then the tanks started going up, 
each led by a man on foot who 
waved a white handkerchief as 
he walked to show the tank the 
path. It took two hours to get one 
tank up the hill but the force 
worked all night and finally -they 
were there, behind the first de- 
fense area of the Siegfried line. 

How the Germans found out 
they were there we do not know 
at present but they did and at six 
a. m. turned one of the heaviest 
artillery concentrations on record 
against the forest covered hill. At 
least three battalions of artillery 
fired steadily for three hours and 
anyone looking at this place where 
once a dense forest stood would 
wonder how anyone could live 
through such fire.

“The hour for which you have waited 
has struck,” Gen. Dwight Eisenhower Sun- 
day told the Dutch. 


As he spoke, the American First Air- 
borne Army.was pouring from the skies, 
dropping in a path cleared by thousands of 
Flying Fortresses. 


They dropped at, and about, the city of 
Nimeguen, called by the Dutch Nijmegen, 
and at least two other towns, according to 
the Berlin radio. Nimeguen is a famous, 
fortified old Dutch city, near the Rhine, 
and but four scant miles from the German 
border. 


Early reports indicated that the Allied 
staff was preparing a great pincers to cut 
off any new German defenses, and ‘to 
take in the important city of Cologne, 
which is but a dozen miles away from an- 
other thrust of the American and Allied 


troops. 


~ This landing of an airborne army must 

not be confused with former operations 
in which parachute and airborne troops 
have been landed. . 


The First Airborne Army was formed 
after the landing in France. It is composed 
of a number of divisions and includes, of 
course, paratroops, engineers, demolition 
groups, artillery, machinegun and other 
unit organizations. 


The landing was in force. While no ear- 
ly announcement was made as to the num- 
bers engaged this is, without doubt, the 
largest landing of airborne troops in the 
whole course of the war. As such, it con- 
tributes a new chapter to the history of 
warfare. 


It is a landing filled with strategic im- 
plications, and possibilities, A thrust down 
the Rhiné valley would reach the impor- 
tant industrial city of Dusseldorf, much- 
bombed but highly prized Cologne, Bonn 
and Koblentz. 


A thrust across the Rhine and to the 
left would reach the heart of the industrial 
region. Should the drive develop into one 
directed toward the coast te meet with co- 
operating units from the sea and air, the 
great coastal ports of Emden and Wil- 
helmishaven would be neutralized and 
German units forced out of Denmark. 


One by one the bold strokes of Gen. 
Eisenhower’s strategy unfold and always 
the Germans seem to be ouffought and 
outmaneuvered. 


This tremendous use of airborne troops 
almost staggers the imagination. An army 
of from 10,000 to 20,000 men flew through 
the air ahead of it. Parachute troops 
dropped to take airports and strategic 
points. 

After them came the thousands of glid- 
ers and transport planes, carrying men, 
guns, jeeps and weapons of all kinds. One 
may be sure that the landings still go on 
and that*this blow will be ond of the more 
important ones of the invasion. 

Truly has another hour struck for an- 
other conquered people. 


And surely, and with increasing speed, 
the hour hand of destiny approaches the 
time when it will strike the hour of doom 
for the most vicious and most highly or- 
ganized attempt to conquer and rule the 
world.

incident ot wars, It is no stranger to war. 


_  Nimeguen, an old fortified town in the 
days of the ‘Romans, is built on the river 
Waal, a major branch of the Rhine, and is 
but four miles from the Prussian border. 

It is a city which tourists liked. Built 
on several hills, its narrow, steep streets, 
its museum of Roman antiques, its church 
of St. Stephen, dating back to the 13th 
century, make it a tourist delight. 


A city of about 50,000 persons, it car- 


ries on a lively manufacturing business in 
leather, metal, furniture, beer and wine. 


The Romans used the city as a perma- 
nent base, in order to keep in control the 
Teutonic tribes in the region. The Span- 
iards captured it in 1585 and held it for 
six years. The great war between the 
Dutch and French and their allies came to 
an end with the famous “peace of Nime- 
guen” in 1678, France, Sweden, Spain and 
Holland were the nations chiefly involved. 
This peace was the high point in the career 
of Louis XIV and made France the leading 
power in Europe. 


Now it becomes a base from which the 
Allies will control the Huns of Adolf Hitler 
and the Prussian army, both of whom 
joined in this attempt to rule the world.

This is the story a man told me. 
He is one man telling it but it is a story many 
men and women could tell. 

It is a story of Atlanta. It might be a story of Jacksonville, 
Nashville, Louisville, Chicago—almost any city. 

This man works as a shipping clerk in the warehouse of a chain 
grocery company. He has lived in Atlanta almost all of his 30 
years. He has two children, both in school this year, each under 10. 
His name is not important to the story. 


He has just been notified that the house in which he has lived 
for sevén years has been sold. He must move by September 25.. 


He has been employed by his company for a good many years. 
He pays taxes. He and his family belong to a church. He is of the 
white collar group. He has lived so long in his neighborhood that 
is where their friends and interests are centered. He votes and 
takes an interest in political affairs, 

In other words he is a citizen. 

This is what he said: “When we were notified the house had 
been sold and we had to move my wife and I looked all over the 
neighborhood. There were two places. Neither would rent to us 
because we had children: 

“I got my brother-in-law who had a little gas. We covered East 
Atlanta, both sides of Grant Park, West End to Bankhead, all of 
East Point and Hapeville. 


“We found 70 or 80 vacant places. They were all ready to rent. 
That is, théy were ready to rent until we answered their questions 
and told them we had two children of school age. When we told 
them that, they always said, ‘Well, I’m sorry, but we can’t take 
I have got to take them out of school and. send them to 
Because I have children I cannot find a place

This objection to children is not new, It existed in some rental 
areas in almost all cities well before the war. Since the war it has 
become general, applying to all persons whether in service or not. 


“No children allowed” is the accepted rule. 


I do not think real estate people, and more especially those who 
oppose féderal housing in the name of free enterprise, realize what 
they are doing with such stupidity. 


They are building up a tremendous resentment .all over this 
nation against those engaged in real estate rentals. I venture the 
prediction that when this war is done if any politician wishes to 
run for office on a platform which includes an aggressive plank 
demanding strict control of rentals and the building of public hous 
ing where children would not merely be allowed, but welcomed, 
with recreational facilities, with perhaps a nursery in the housing 
project to provide care for children during the absence of mothers 
ra ——s or at work, such a politician would gain a great 
ollowing. , 


There is a growing anger on the part of people with children 
against the stupid and short-sighted policy which excludes them. 

It is stupid, not merely from a public relations Viewpoint, but 
stupid from a public-good viewpoint. 

It is a fact that the nation’s future demands housing which will 
encourage the having of children. The nation’s housing has been 
going with a tide set against children. It now has reached a ‘stage 
where it penalizes severely the living standards of people because 
they have children. 

The people will not, and should not, have to endure it. 

‘And they won't. 

They will not merely support, they will demand, and get, hous- 


ing which provides for children. 

Before the war our population, in the urban cen-

I did see some wooden matches in one of the large grocery 
stores the other day. But they are the first to come to. my atten- 
tion in years and I had a sort of subconscious idea they might be 
on sale because of some war-imposed shortage, 

(Personal note: I wads in said grocery store because she who 
does the marketing for our house is away on vacation, and tem- 
porary bachelorhood seems to consist, mainly, in hunting for de- 
sirable meats and vegetables and wrestling with the intricacies of 
ration points.)

Every effort is being made to make the CIO and Hillman a lead- 
ing issue of the campaign because, as one of the great labor organi- 
zations of the country, it is lending whole-hearted aid to President 
Roosevelt’s bid for re-election. 

Gov. Bricker, of Ohio, the Republican vice presidential nominee, 
and Herbert Brownell Jr., the GOP national party chairman, have 
made it the theme song of their campaign utterances thus far that 
the CIO was out to buy the’ election. 

‘ Before a house campaign investigating committee looked into 
the subject shectrmig’ ( charges were being bantered about freely that 
the CIO, throu ts PAC, was raising a campaign fund of five to 
ten million dollars for use in promoting the fourth term. 

That was a strange piece of hypocrisy from a party which has 
been shown to have spent some 17 million dollars in the campaign 
to unseat the President four years ago. 

The promoters of this line of political = were forced 
to tone down a bit after the house investigating committee devel- 
oped evidence to show that the CIO never had any such grandiose 
scheme, as far as campaign expenditures were concerned.

Now that may or may not be true, But the point of it is that 
it isn’t necessary to defend or condemn the CIO to show that its

When I returned to London 
from France on my way to Ameri- 
ca I began tracing the pilot's 
whereabouts. It took almost a 
week to find him Finally I lo- 
cated his hospital, and I traveled 
halfway across England to see 
him. My friend, Bill Strand of 
the Chicago Tribune, made the 
long trip with me just for com- 


An RAF station wagon, driven 
by a WAAF, met us at the station 
and took us to a hospital out in 
“the country. The lieutenant had 
been informed we were coming. 
We were ushered into a small, 
sunny ward, and the lieutenant 
began smiling as we walked 

the door. He held out his 
left hand, for the right one was 
still tender from bullet wounds. 

When we got him out of his 
plane that day almost a month 
ago we knew that in a very few 
days he would either be dead or 
over the hump toward .recovery, 
because his burned back was 
gangrenous, and gangrene works 
fast. 

Well, he wes first taken to a 
Clearing station of the American 
30th Division. He was very 
drowsy from morphine. When he 
began to come to, all he could

right leg, which was not 
wounded at all, is giving him 
trouble. Because of lying for eight 
days in one position, with the leg 
bent and pressure on certain 
nerves, he has lost control over 
his foot. He can move the leg all 
right, but the foot just flops 
around. The doctors think it will 
eventually be al] right. 
His left leg is the worst prob- 
As you may recall, his left 
foot was pinped under the rud- 
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der bar all that time, and the calf 
of his leg had a shell hole in it. 
We couldn't tell just how bad the 
wound was when we got him out. 

Well, the wound was apparent- 
ly caused by a 20-millimeter shell 
which exploded inside his leg. It 
completely destroyed about an 
inch of both bones in the leg. 
There was simply a cap there, 
with no bone whatever. 


He has already had three oper- 
ations on this leg, and he_ will 
have many more. They will Rave 
to graft in new bone and then 
give it months to grow and 
strengthen. The doctors say it 
will be ten months to a year be- 
fore he can walk, but that event- 
ually he should have 90 per cent 
use of his leg. That means he 
will probably walk with a limp, 
but he will walk. 

As his wife wrote me, ina beau- 
tiful letter: 

“We have our fingers crossed to 
get him home for Christmas, After 
that I guess he and Clara Mar- 
garet can teach each other to 
walk.”

Nazis Can't Understand Why Homesick GI's Fight 


(This is a continuation of a series of articles by Gault Mac ‘+ 
Gowan describing his capture by the Germans and his experiences 


while a:prisoner.) 


LONDON, Sept. 14.—(By Wireless)—When I was taken prisoner 
the Battle of Normandy was still continuing and German subordinates 
were fooling themselves that their general staff had gy gpa per- 


mitted General Patton’s breakthrough for the 


purpose of smashing 


up his army in detail. When I escaped they were saying that we 
had too many armies operating. for them and Gen. Model had decided 
to shorten their lines across the continent. Nothing seemed to make 


them lose face. 

I was first to bring the news 
of Marshal von Klug’s disgrace 
and the appointment of Gen. Mod- 
el to replace him, but situated 
right up front I was unable to 
transmit the information beyond 
the American divisional headquar- 
ters where I found myself. Also 
at that time strict censorship pre- 
vented my telling the story, but 
Model's appointment gave new 
heart to the Germans in the back 
areas. He had a great reputation 


in Russia, where he was consid- 
ered the exponent of Tobruk tac- 
tics, eg wey by the Nazi de- 
fense of Brest, Lorient and Le 
Havre. 

This fairly youthful, monocled 
general, of about 48, was also very 
popular with the soldiers. He was 
famed for the letters he wrote 
from the Russian front to the Ger- 

an army’s pin-up girl, thanking 
her for sending pictures of her 
pulchritude for cheering up his 
troops. He was noted also for his 
14-year-old ton whom the Ger- 
mans boasted proudly was full of 
the German fighting tradition. 

He used to write his pop, I was 
told, congratulating him on his 
successes, but adding “had I been 
doing the job I wouldn’t have 
done it that way. I think you 
should have operated this way.” 
Then he gave diagrammatical tac- 
tical instructions how the gen- 
eral should operate in the future. 

Model's appointment prevented 
the German retreat from becom- 
ing a rout, and though it wasn’t 
far from that, the withdrawal was 
conducted in order] recision to- 
ward the Siegfried. fina. except 
perhaps where our contacts were 
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closest. But from 50 to 100 miles 
behind the front line there was 
no sign of panic and the Germans 
put their boldest face upon pos- 
sible defeat and no one admitted 
to me publicly that all was over. 

New troops were seén coming 
forward through the Belfort gap 


areas, mostly young, fresh and 
fit, wearing new equipment and 
full of Nazi enthusiasm. It did not 
seem to strike anyone that these 
were Germany’s last reserves, but 
it was plain to anyone not de- 
luded with. German propaganda 
that it was destined to bolster the 
morale of the fighting men. 

I was still a prisoner in the 
German-occupied French barracks 
in St. Germain-en-Laye when I 
was informed that a German war 
correspondent wished to see me 
and I was conducted to the prison 
office where this correspondent 
talked with me for more than an 
hour. 

A 28-year-old, slender, thin- 
haired man, he conversed in a 
mixture of French and English. 
He adopted a friendly, frank at- 
titude, but I was aware that it 
camoufla an enthusiastic Nazi 
proPagandist who wouldn't hesi- 
tate to misuse any information he 
could glean from me, 

With him was a caméraman 
who wanted to take my picture. 
I decided it was wisest not to 
refuse as this could have been 
done forcibly anyway. So I.ac- 
ceded with the best grace pos- 
sible. This was personally annoy- 
ing because apart from the fact 
that I did not want publicity in 
German newspapers as a captured 
correspondent, I saw quite plain- 
ly that my pictures might gravely 
impede my chance to escape to 
which I was mentally committed. 

The correspondent’s questions 
were designed to discover the mo- 
rale of American troops and 
American casualties and why 
Americans fought Germany. Ever 
since the fighting in Africa, the 
American boys have frankly stat- 
ed their one hope is a swift end- 
ing of the war and a speedy re- 
turn home. And the Nazis, who 
love occupying and lording it over 
other people's countries, couldn’t 
understand what home-loving peo- 
ple were doing over here. 

Their letters home, their con- 
versation, their remarks, led many 
Germans to believe that our troops 
were war-weary and homesick. 
They misread Americans as they 
misread the world and they could 
not undérstand that via Berlin 
was the quickest way home for 
the Allies. Also, the Germans did 


of the global war they had started. 
Actually, the ordinary German 
soldier thought it was America 
who declared war on Germany 
and not vice versa. 

About American casualties I 


was able to say nothing since I 
had no figures anyway, save those 
announced on D-Day, and from 
the comparative lightness of those 
the Germans could draw their 
own conclusions. Then I tossed 
the ball back to my questioner 
with questions arising from his 
inquiries and for the rest of the 
time I listened to a lecture on 
Nazi dreams. I was never so glad 
I had read “Mein Kampf,” for 
one question about that notorious 
volume soon started explanations 
that occupied the rest of my in- 
terlocutor’s time and he parted 
saying he had enjoyed the con- 
versation very much, 

The art of interviewing my in- 
terviewers soon became a_ wel- 
come relief from the monotony, 
and many kinds of people came 
to see me before I escaped, among 
them a German who had once 
been a businessman in Brooklyn, 
N. Y., and who claimed he had 
been boycotted out of business. 
Also there were a former German- 
American schoolteacher and a for- 
mer German consul at New York. 

The consul asked me unmili- 
tary questibns—his interests were 
political. He wanted my opinion 
on the presidential election cam- 
paign and seemed disappointed 
that I had been covering war 
and not politics for the last five 
years. My comment that I didn’t 
expect any radical change in 
American foreign policy whoever 
was elected didn’t seem to en- 
courage him. 

However, he left with me an 
excellent pack of German cigarets 
made from Turkish tobacco and 
I was personally grateful for his 
visit. I also complained to the 
consul that many of our soldiers 
were being bombed and shot when 
traveling in trains toward Ger- 
| many as prisoners and there were 
deaths and casualties. He replied 
that all prison trucks and trains 
were plainly marked “POW” on 
the roofs to prevent attacks by 
Allied fliers, but I assured him 
this was not so, and, indeed, I 
myself was later carried in an 
unmarked train toward Germany 
with scores of othér prisoners. 
However, he maintained his story 
and I mine. % 
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not appreciate that we were 
obliged to beat Germany before 
beating Japan or the implications | 
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were that way although that con- 
tention is hard to reconcile with 
the history of their savage fight 
against overwhelming forces in 
the war of aggression heretofore 
mentioned. 

But let us not dwell too much 
on their apparent contentment un- 
der total regulation, Too many of 
our people weary of worry and 
obligations would be fempted to 
stain their poor pale cheeks with

Large Powers 
Puzzle to Oaks’ 


WASHINGTON—The Dumbar- 
ton Oaks conference is still con- 
tending with the really thorny 
broblem it has found across its 
path—that is, the modicum of 
rights to be made available to the 


secondary powers within the con- 
templated world organization. 
Doubts are now ing express- 
ed in some quarters as to the 
ability of the conference to work 
out a satisfactory solution of the 
roblem during the next few days. 
t means that the problem might 
have to be left in suspense for 
direct treatment in Moscow, while 
the Chinese delegates succeed the 
Russians at the conference table. 


The difficulty which calls for 
some sort of settlement is double- 
fold. Assuming that a secondary 
power conflicts with one of the 
great powers permanently repre- 
sented on the executive council 
of the United Nations, will that 
secondary power be entitled to 
bring the issue before the coun- 
cil? In the ensuing vote, on the 
conclusion of the debate, will the 
great power directly concerned in 
the case be allowed to retain its 
veto; in other terms, to bar any 
settlement in which it is not will- 
ing to concur? Such are the points 
on which a compromise has not 
yet come forward. 

Political observers who take a 
réalistic view of the controversy 
maintain that no useful gue 
can be served by letting it follow 
its course. 

The system of world pacifica- 
tion, they explain, which today 
can alone be brought into being, 
necessarily rests upon the funda- 
mental agreement of the three 
great victorious powers: the United 
States, England and Russia. On 
the day the fundamental agree- 
ment of the three major powers 
fades away, the whole fabric is 
bound to break up. |

WASHINGTON, Sept. 17.—(*/) 
Secretary of State Hull said today 
he would back any practical meas- 
ure to give international recogni- 
tion to the principle of news free- 
dom. 

With the senate likely to. act 
this week on a resolution calling 
on this country to take the lead 
in espousing international ex- 
change of independent news as a 
means of promoting world peace, 
the Associated Press submitted the 
following question to Mr. Hull: 

“In view of the developing 
widespread interest on the subject 
of international news freedom, is 
there any thought that you would 
care to express about your own 
views on this subject?” 

The secretary replied: 

“The whole question of freedom 
of information has been under 
study in the department of state 
for some time. I have consis‘ently 
supported the cause of freedom 
of news and I would support any 
practical measure to give interna- 
ae recognition to this princi- 
ple.’

cine were told Saturday night by 
Lt. Col. Louis Krause, chief of 
medical service at Lawson Gen- 
eral hospital, that they could best 
serve their countr, as medical 
men “by first being a doctor and 
secondly a soldier.” 


‘Medicine as a science knows no 
boundaries, no narrow national- 
isms,” said Col. Krause, 
care of the victim of our faulty 
fabric and international politics. 
‘lhe doctor recognizes the patient 
not as a friend or enemy but as 
a fellow human who needs medi- 
cal attention. Modern medicine 
not only takes caré of the victim 
of a smug, selfish, damnable na- 
tionalism, but also prevents dis- 
ease as a result of medical phe- 
nomena.” 

Declaring that “the idealist and 
nut the realist is the practical 
man,” Col. Krause urged the grad- 
uates to “apply the principle of 
preventive medicine” to their con- 
duct as world citizens.

Luftwaffe was held back until the 
Allied transports appeared over 
Holland. 

Large formations of RAF heavy 
bombers, which at about the same 
time the invasion was in progress 
poured “well over 3,500 tons” of 
pombs on the beleaguered French 
port of Boulogne in one of the 
RAF’s heaviest bomber opera- 
streamed out across the 
south coast of England just after 
nightfall for what appeared to be 
fresh attacks on Germany. The 
German radio warned of their ap- 
proach. 

BUDAPEST ROCKED 

In another massive air attack 
today, nearly 700 Italian-based 
American heavy bombers struck 
at rail installations and oil re 
fineries in the Budapest area, 
while Thunderbolts raided Ger- 
man railway installations in north- 
ern Italy. 

The 15th Air Force heavy bomb- 
ers hit the railyards at Rakos, Ko- 
banya and Ferencvaro, important 
to the Nazis for use in connection 
with the fighting in Hengary and 
the Balkans. Heavy explosions 
and fires were started at all three. 

The Magyar and Shell refineries 
in Budapest were the other targets 
successfully hammered. 

SMASH TRANSPORT 

At the same time American 
Thunderbolts continued their on- 
slaught against German communi- 
cations and battle line targets in 
northern Italy. Over 150 rail cars, 
four locomotives and 20 motor ve- 
hicles were destroyed or damaged, 
mostly in the Piacenza-Milan 


area. 

The RAF Halifaxes and Lancas- 
ters opened the aerial battle for 
Boulogne in a four-hour daylight 
assault termed one of the heaviest 
the. bomber command has ever 
made, 

The entire operation which be- 
gan at 8:30 a. m., was carried out 
with the greatest precision as A\l- 
lied troops were not far from the 
bombing line. One bomber group 
came down to 2,000 feet before 
plastering gun positions and forti- 
fications. At times there was fierce 
opposition from flak batteries but 
no fighters were seen. 

During the night British heavy 
bombers a Mosquitoes bombed 
Dortmund, Brunswick and the 
G2rman garrison of Moordijk in 
Holland. 


U. S. Costa Rican

Fay A. Desportes, United States 
ambassador to Costa Rica, died 
today in a hospital at Panama, C. 
Z., the State Department an- 
nounced. 

Desportes died at Gorgas hos- 
pital, according to a brief message 
from Ambassador Warren at Pane 
ama, the department said. No de- 
tails were given as to the cause 
of death. 

Desportes, 54, had been in the 
diplomatic service for 11 years. 

A native of Winnsboro, S. C., he 
was a South Carolina state cen- 
ator when President Roosevelt ap- 
pointed him in 1933 to be minis 
ter to’ Bolivia. 

He was made minister to Guate- 
mala in 1936, and was transferred 
to Casta Rica as ambassador in - 
March of last year.
